Robert Redford crouched in front of 
a fire with an old, crusty mountain 
man near Sundance, filming 
“Jeremiah Johnson.” 

Charlton Heston and Helen Reddy 
boarded a 747 Jumbo Jet at the Salt 
Lake City International Airport, film- 
ing ‘Airport ‘75.” 

Parts of Utah became Jordan in 
“The Greatest Story Ever Told,” while 
Sunn Classic (a Salt Lake City movie 
company) went to the Tooele area “In 
Search of Noah’s Ark.’ 

Elsewhere in the state, Acadam 
Award winning producer Kieth Merrill 
turned an abandoned American Fork 
school into a sound stage, and Jimmy 
Osmond starred in ‘““The Adventures of 
the Great Brain” in Pleasant Grove. 


More authenticity 


In search for a new authenticity, 
movie makers are taking their cameras 
and casts away from Hollywood — 


‘they’re going directly into the field for 


more realism. 

Left behind are the sound stages of 
Hollywood — the simulated scenes and 
false fronts of buildings that were once 
used so widely. In their places, movie 
makers are increasingly using the 
towns, deserts and mountains of Utah 
—a state that is fast becoming a major 
“site” for the movie industry. 

But it isn’t just a current trend. It all 
started back in 1922 when James 
Cruze produced ‘‘The Covered 
Wagon” near Kanab — a silent movie 
about the Oregon pioneers comin 
West. The movie was a hit. Hollywo

producers John Ford and Cecil B. 
DeMille brought their crews to Utah in 
1939. DeMille filmed “Union Pacific” 
in Cedar City, and Ford used John 
Wayne in “Stagecoach,” an authentic 
cowboy and Indian flick filmed near 
Kanab: 

Henry Fonda and Walter Brennan 
came to Monument Valley in 1946 
when Ford made “My Darling Clemen- 
tine’ — the story about Wyatt Earp 
and the gunfight at the OK corral. 

A television series, “Death Valley 
Days,” followed in the late 1950s. Even 
the movie ‘How the West was Won,” 
and the series, ‘Daniel Boone’ had 
their origins in Utah in the ‘60s. 

According to James D’Arc, curator 
of the BYU arts and communications 
archives, Utah’s film history was 
“rand and glorious. 

“Our popes is always visible in 
the tell-tale Westerns,’ he says. “If 
you watch you'll always see the big 
rocky buttes sticking out of the 
desert.” 


Utah’s advantages 


John Earle, Utah Film Com- 
missioner, reads movie scripts and 
puts together ‘‘packets’’ for Los 
Angeles producers. “I tell them why 
they should film their movie in Utah,” 
he says. They can film in the desert 
one day, and in snow-covered moun- 
tains the next. 

“We've got things no other state of- 
fers. For example, the Heber Creeper is 
one of the few steam-operated trains 
left in the United States. One film 
needed a coal mining town in the ‘50s,” 
Earle says. “I sent them to Price. No

The same year the 
BYU Alumni Associa- 
tion surveyed BYU 
graduates to see how 
they compare in place- 
ment with the national 
average. BYU came out 
better than the national 
average, with slightly 
more than 55 percent of 
the graduates surveyed 
employed in their field. 
But, nearly 45 percent of 
the graduates were in 
other fields. 


Similar studies have 
been made in the past 
three years by the Utah 
State Board of Regents, 
the governing body of 
the state’s institutions of 
higher education. In 
each study, employers 
and graduates cited four 
things which help a per- 
son find a job in his 
chosen profession: per- 
sistence, strength of 
communication skills, 
internship experiences 
and the degree the 
graduate obtained. BYU 
graduates telephoned 
this past week by these 
reporters agreed with the 
survey results. 


Graduates stress the 
need for persistence in 
job hunting.. James 
Bates of Aberdeen, 
Wash., feels being in the 
right place at the right 
time results in getting 
the right job. His ex- 
perience:

Another BYU 
graduate reports, “‘It 
took 139 interviews and 
nine months to find a job 
close to my area. Lack of 
experience and the 
stigma of being a fresh 
college grad were the 
main factors.” 

Along with persistence 
comes the right frame of 
mind. Some graduates 
feel the key to success in 
finding a job is first 
realizing that salaries 
won’t be high at first. 
Bates feels proving your- 
self is the key to getting 
good wages. “As a first 


job, what I have is all | 


right,” Bates says. “The 
first year is rough, but 
after proving and im- 
proving my photo- 
raphy, I now get a 
iveable wage at the 
newspaper.” 


One graduate, who 


took a year to find a job 
related to. his schooling, 
stressed the need for 

ractical experience. 

onald M. Ormsby of 
Springville says, “The 
best thing a student can 
do for job placement is to 
get any type of practical 
training or lab ex- 
perience possible, and to

Practical skills 
Improvement of voca- 
tional and practical 
skills is also highly 


‘valued by employers. 


Many feel universities 
do not prepare students 
sufficiently in practical 
skills, which they said 
were vitally important. 


The main practical 
skills, which the em- 
ployers surveyed stress, 


tions skills and intern- 
ship experience. The 
Utah Postsecondary 
Manpower Study of the 
Utah Board of Regents, 
taken in March 1977, 
showed 60 percent of the 
employers interviewed 
felt schools didn’t stress 
basic communications 
skills strongly enough. 
“Basically most of the 
college students who 
come to us can’t write a 
simple memorandum,” a 
Utah employer said in 
answer to the study. 
“There’s a basic lack in 
both the understanding 
of the English language 
— what the words mean 
— and in the ability to 
put an idea on paper.” 
Employers stress prac- 


tical experience as the 


second most important 
qualification. One em- 


plever says, ““We’ve got. 
to 


ave some way to br- 
ing these students in 
contact with the real 
world ... probably having 
pepe from the business 
world come as guest lec- 
turers would be helpful. 
Maybe having em- 
ployers talk to the stu- 
dents ... or a combina- 
tion of both.” 


Opinions surveyed 


The Organizational 
Behavior 321 class of 
Kate Kirkham, a visit- 
ing assistant professor at 
BYU, surveyed 
graduates and employers 
in 1977 to see how they 
felt about college edu- 
cations. Most employ- 
ers and graduates agreed 
that practical experience 
is essential for finding a 
job. 

One graduate inter- 
viewed in the survey in- 
dicated a need for ex- 
perience: “I think it’s 
important to realize that 
you get the major por- 


tion of your education

Marsha 
Paulsen, a senior in Un- 
iversity Studies from 
Fargo, N.D., shares her 
experience at the final 
tour concert in Lan- 
caster, Calif.:

The Cougars took 
leads at 7-4, 9-6 and 15- 
12, and again at 29-28 
midway in the first half. 
BYU shot an excellent 56 
percent from the field 
and kept it close, allow- 
ing Arizona only a 49-42 
lead at the half.

Some changes will 
directly affect use of 
copyrighted material by 
members of the BYU 
community. One signifi- 
cant change, according 
to Thomas, is the “fair 
use” doctrine developed 
by the courts over the 
years in dealing with 
copyright cases. This has 


now become statutory 
law. Thomas explains 
that the new law “‘is 
neither more nor less 
than fair use,” as ex- 
pressed in the wording of 
the statute. 

However, fair use is a 
lot easier to say than 
define, according to 
Douglas Bush, assistant 
director of libraries for 
public services at BYU. 
Essentially, fair use is 
aimed at “balancing the 
rights of creators and 
users,” Bush says.
